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Executive Summary

On March 1, Thalland's new Plant Quarantine Act (No. 3) B.E. 2551 was published in the Royd
Gazette after being endorsed by the King on February 19. This new act primarily combines
previous 2007 Minigteria Notifications requiring Pest Risk Assessments for imported plant
materids as well as establishes broader powers for the Plant Quarantine Committee. These
previous natifications are discussed in GAIN TH6129 and TH7073. Additionaly, thisAct
combinesthe last two previous Plant Quarantine Acts which were published in 1964 and 1999.

The mgor changes in the new Plant Quarantine Act include:

1) The Plant Quarantine Committee has increased respongbilitiesin providing
recommendations to the Director Genera of the Department of Agriculture (DOA) and
Minigter of Agriculture and in performing other actions; such as making recommendations
determining the criteria and import procedures, determining inspection fees, and to amend
the Act or the exiting regulations.

2) The Director General of DOA has increased authority in determining criteria, procedures
and import conditions of prohibited or restricted plant articles,

3) Imports of restricted plant articles under the new law must be accompanied by a
phytosanitary certificate only, while the old law alowed for the use of other documerts;

4) Commercid imports of prohibited articles are now subject to pest risk analysis (PRA)
prior to importation.

5) Imports of materials or plants which are not prohibited and restricted materials (considered
as unprohibited articles) must be accompanied by a phytosanitary certificate.

Appendix A provides adetailed comparison of the old law content (Plant Quarantine Act B.E.
2507 Amended by Plant Quarantine Act (No. 2) B.E. 2542) withthe new law content (Plant
Quarantine Act B.E. 2551).

the Committee and published in the
Government Gazette.

Section 8 No one shdl import or bring in
trangt any prohibited materids unless
otherwise permitted by the Director-Generdl,
and the materias shal be accompanied with a
phytosanitary certificate issued by the
competent authority of the exporting country, or
in case of the country where no such certificate
isissued, by other reliable document, and in the
case of importation, the Director-Generd shdl
confer permission only for the purpose of
experimentation or research.

Section 9: No one shdl import or bring in
trangt any redtricted articles unlessthe said
restricted articles are accompanied with a
phytosanitary certificate.

Section 9: No one shal import or bring in
trangt any redtricted articles unlessthe said
restricted articles are accompanied with a
phytosanitary certificate issued by the
competent authority of the exporting country, or
in case of the country where no such certificate
isissued, by other reliable document.

Section 10: Theimportation or bringing in

Beit, therefore, enacted by the King, by and with the advice and consent of the
Condtituent Assembly acting as the Nationd Assembly, asfollows:

Section 1 ThisAct shal be cdled the “Plant Quarantine Act, B.E. 2507

Section 2 ThisAct shdl come into force after the expiration of ninety days from the deate
of its publication in the Government Gazette,

Section 3 The Plant Diseases and Plant Pests Prevention Act, B.E. 2495 shall be repedled.

Section 4 InthisAct,

“plant” means al species of plantsincluding terrestrid, aguetic, and other kinds of plants,
including any parts thereof such as the stems, buds, stocks, shoots, offshoots, branches, leaves,
roots, rhizomes, bulbs, flowers, fruits, seeds, and cultures and spores of mushrooms, be they
propagable or dead; including predators, parasites, silkworms, silkworm-eggs, slk-cocoons, bees,

“gpecific controlled plant” means plants declared by the Minigter in the Government
Gazette. It shall be required protective measures and ingpection on microorganisms or other

with the importing country requirement prior to exportation.

“plant germplasm” means a group of cdlswith diverse inheritable genes that form pieces
of plants which are dive and propagable, be they in aform of seeds, tissues, or any part of plants,
including genetic materids that may inherit any characterigtics controlled by them, herein specific
only to those useful for breeding purposes,

“s0il” means soil with organic matters or with livable conditions for plant pests.

“plant pest” means those which are harmful to plants, such as plant pathogens, insects,
animas or plants which may do harm to plants.

“carier” means planting maerids, soil, sand, containers or other materidsin which
plants are packed, organic fertilizers or others which may serve as mediafor the plant pests;
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“prohibited article’” means plants, plant pests and carriers declared by the Minigter in the
Government Gazette;

“redricted article’” means plants, plant pests and carriers declared by the Minister in the
Government Gazette;

“unprohibited article’ means other plants which are not prohibited or restricted articles,

“owner” includes agent of the owner, person in possession of the materials and personin
charge of the conveyance trangporting the materids,

(“ pest risk analysis’ isincorporated herein by Section 4 of the Plant Quarantine
Act (No. 3) B.E. 2551)

“pest risk andyss’ means the process of evauating biologica or other scientific and
economic evidence to determine whether a pest should be regulated and the strength of any
phytosanitary measures to be taken againg it;

“importation” means bringing or ordering into the Kingdom by any means whatsoever;

(“bringintransit” isrepealed by Section 5 of the Plant Quarantine Act (No. 3)
B.E. 2551.)

“bringing in trangt” means bringing or sending through the Kingdom with or without
transshipment;

“exportation” means bringing or sending out of the Kingdom by any means whatsoever;

“plant quarantine station” means a dation declared by the Minigter in Government Gazette
for ingpecting plants, prohibited and restricted articles, and plant germplasms imported or brought
in trangt;

“post-entry quarantine station” means a place declared by the Minigter in the Government
Gazette as aplace for holding plants, prohibited and restricted articles, and plant germplasms for
observation and research;

“plant pest control area’” means alocdity declared by the Director-Generd in the
Government Gazette as areafor prevention or eradication of plant pests;

(* phytosanitary certificate” isincorporated herein by Section 6 of the Plant
Quarantine Act (No. 3) B.E. 2551)

“phytosanitary certificate’ meansalega document issued by the competent authority of
exporting country to verify that plant, plant germplasm or carrier isfree from pests, in compliance
with the importing country requirement;

(“ phytosanitary certificate for re-export” isincorporated herein by Section 6 of
the Plant Quarantine Act (No. 3) B.E. 2551)

“phytosanitary certificate for re-export” means alega document issued by competent
authority of exporting country to verify that plant, plant germplasm or carrier brought or sent into
and transshipped out of the Kingdom to other countries is free from pests of re-exporting country,
in compliance with the importing country requirement;

(“ sanitary certificate” isincorporated herein by Section 6 of the Plant Quarantine Act
(No. 3) B.E. 2551)
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“sanitary certificate’ meansalega document issued by competent authority of exporting
country to verify that a specific controlled plant is free from microorganisms or other objects
which are harmful to human hedlth, in compliance with the importing country requiremen;

“Committeg’ means the Plant Quarantine Committeg;

“Director-Generd” means the Director-Generd of the Department of Agriculture;

“plant quarantine officid” means the Director-General and a person appointed by the
Minigter for the execution of this Act;

“Miniger” means the Minigter in charge of the execution of thisAct.

Section 5 The plant quarantine officid shal bear an identification card in the form
prescribed in the Minigterid Regulation, and in the execution of this Act, upon request, shall
provide the said identification card to the person concerned.

When it isno longer necessary, the prohibited and restricted articles
mentioned in paragraph 1 shdl be revoked by declaration in the Government
Gazette.

hidden, destroyed or changed from the origina appearances, and in case where the search can not
be carried out in time, it is alowable to continue until the search is completed;

(3) collect or draw sample in an adequate amount of plants or prohibited, restricted or
unprohibited articles or other related articles for ingpection or analys's, in case where thereis
reasonable ground to suspect that such articles are or harbor plant pests that may cause very
serious damage;

(4) confiscate or hold plants or prohibited, restricted or unprohibited articles or other
related articlesin due time, where necessary, in case where there is reasonable ground to suspect
that such articles are or harbor plant pests that may cause very serious damage.

Section 13 To prevent the introduction of plant pests into the Kingdom, the plant
quarantine officia shal have the authority to ded with plants or prohibited, restricted or
unprohibited articles or plant germplasms imported or brought in trangit asfollows;

(2) diagnose plant pests, fumigated or treated with chemical by means of spraying or by
any other means as deemed necessary at the owner’ s expenses,

(2) confiscate or hold them at the post-entry quarantine station or a any other place in due
time, where necessary;

(3) order the importer of plants or prohibited, restricted or unprohibited articles or plant
germplasms contaminated with plant pests to send the said items out of the Kingdom;

(4) destroy them, where necessary, when there is reasonable ground
to suspect that such plant pests may cause very serious damage and thereisno
dternative remedial measures under subparagraph (1).

The plant quarantine officid has the authority to issue a phytosanitary certificate and
phytosanitary certificate for re-export to the gpplicant under paragraph 1 and the plant quarantine
officid shal collect fees for the issuance of a phytosanitary certificate and phytosanitary
certificate for re-export, where applicable to the rates prescribed in the Ministerid Regulation.
The request for and issuance of a phytosanitary certificate or phytosanitary certificate for re-
export shal be complied with the criteria, procedures, and conditions stipulated by the Director-
Generd under the recommendation by the Committee and shdl be published in the Government
Gazette.

The request for registration and the registration shal be complied with
the criteria, procedures, and conditions stipulated by the Director-Generd.

Section 15penta To regulate plants for exportation, the Minister under the
recommendation of the Committee shdl have the authority to declare in the Government Gazette,
any plant to be specific controlled plant by indicating name, type, Species or characteristic aspects
of the plant. The declaration may be extended to microorganism or other articles that may be
harmful to human hedth in compliance with the importing country requirements as well.

The plant quarantine officid shall have the authority to issue a sanitary certificate to the
applicant under paragraph 1 and the plant quarantine official shdl collect fees for the issuance of a
sanitary certificate at the rates prescribed in the Ministerid Regulation.

Section 16 Any person would like to request that the plant quarantine officid perform his
duties under this Act on officid holidays or after officid working hours, or outside Government
offices whether during or after officia working hours, must pay additiond fees for the reason that
the plant quarantine officid will have performed his duties at the rates prescribed in the
Minigerid Regulation and pay the plant quarantine officid dl travel expenses as necessary and
actudly paid.

Section 17 In the event of an outbreak of plant pests which might bring about serious
damages, or where there is proper reason to place control in respect of plant pestsin any locdlity,
the Director-Genera shdl have the power to determine by notification such locdity as plant pests
control area. The natification shal specify the names and species of plants, plant pests, and
carriers under the control and determined the loca checking stations as are necessary. Such

17 has been made, take out of or bring into the plant pests control area any plants, plant pests or
cariers specified in the declaration unless ingpected and permitted in writing by the plant
quarantine officid.

Section 19 The provisons of Sections 12 and 13 shdl gpply mutatis mutandis to the
plants, plant pests and carriers stated in Section 17 which are within the plant pests control area,
or to be taken out of or brought into the said area.

In case there are any plant pests which may cause serious damages and, if not destroyed in
time, will cause more severe damages, the plant quarantine officid may order the owner to
destroy the plants, plant pests and carriers, or if necessary the plant quarantine official may
destroy them by himself. In such case, the Director-General may order the owner to pay al
expenses for such destruction as necessary and actudly paid.

Section 20 When the Director- Genera finds that the plant pests according to the
declaration under Section 17 have al been destroyed or that necessity no longer exists, such
declaration shall be revoked.

order of the court. All matters confiscated by the order of the court shall belong to the Department
of Agriculture to be managed under its discretion.

Section 27 The Minigter of Agriculture and Cooperatives shdl be in charge of the
execution of this Act, and shdl have the authority to gppoint the plant quarantine officid, to issue
Minigterid Regulations fixing fees not exceeding the rates annexed hereto, to grant exemption of
adminigrative fees, and to prescribe other activities for carrying out this Act.
